The Council at its meeting on September 24 noted a statement 
by the Chairman, NSRB, regarding recent technological develop— 
ments indicating the possibility of an improved early warning 
system for military and passive defense of the continental 
United States, and the urgency of taking immediate steps in 
this field (see reference memo of October 13). The Council 
also noted the President's desire that an urgent survey be 
made by the Department of Defense of the feasibility and cost 
of such an improved continental early warning system (NSC 
Action No. 673). 


The Council at its meeting on October 14 discussed the subject 
in the light of an oral presentation by the Department of 
Defense in response to NSC Action No. 673 and noted the 
President's directive that the Secretary of Defense and the 
Chairman, NSRB, prepare coordinated recommendations on the 
subject for the President's consideration in connection with 
the preparation of the FY 1954 budget (NSC Action No. 678).
